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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly 
claimed for producing an optically active N-aryl-p-amino compound is neither 
disclosed nor fairly suggested by the closest art of record: Seebach et al 
(Tetrahedron Letters, 1987, 28(27), pages 3103-3106), Effenberger et al (Liebigs 
Annalen der Chemie 1986, page 314-333) and Lemieux et al (Canadian Journal of 
Chemistry, Biochemistry of the Ustiliginales. IV. The Configuration of Some p- 
Hydroxyacids and the Bioreduction of p-Ketoacids 1951 , 37(1 1 ), pages 678-690). 
Applicants have persuasively argued (Remarks, page 10, lines 9-13) that Seebach 
teaches the synthesis of N-aralkylamine-p-amino acid compounds and not the 
presently produced compounds in which an aryl group directly substitutes nitrogen. 
The instantly claimed process is therefore patentable over the teachings of Seebach, 
Effenberger and Lemieux, the closest prior art.
